back at night. 
The consequence was that 
the harvest crews were unlit for work on 
Monday. 
Now the men go to town on 
Saturday night and get what they want, 
returning to spend Sunday on the ranch 
where they work. 
They get a good rest 
on Stmday and are in good trim for work 
on Monday morning. 
S. T. Colwell informs us that two lads 
named George Morris and Lincoln Odell, 
working for him, reported having seen a 
most singular mirage.

T he S en a to ria l C ontest In New Y ork. 
New Y ork, July 17th.—The Twos' Al­ 
bany- special says: Before the open contest 
in the joint Assembly the stalwart» met, as 
they had for several day*, in the office of 
A ttorney-General Ward, in the State Hall. 
The attendance rf stalwarts was large, bat 
not full. 
The proceedings were stormy. 
Senator Wiuslow preti.lcd, and epeiehes were 
made by a number of member?, but that of 
Speaker Sharpe was the one of the day. 
Id 
plaiu words he expressed auew the opinion he 
had rather hinted than declared outright be­ 
fore, and told bis comrade? he intended to 
abide absolutely by the will of the majority 
as expressed in caucus, aDd to vote for both 
canons candidates. This declaration stirred 
the blood of some of the Conkling men. As­ 
semblyman Armstrong, of Oneida, made a 
tempestuous attack upon General Sharpe, 
telling hint that hi? desertion of Conk­ 
ling 
was 
an 
act 
of 
treachery, 
and 
that his proposed vote for Lapham and 
Miller would present him before the people 
of the State as an irtgrate and political scoun­ 
drel. 
He said the Speaker owed wha’.ever of 
political success he had ever achieved to the 
advice and influence of Roscoe Conkling. and 
that he could not now abandon him without 
receiving the reproaches c i every Conkling 
man in the State. 
Speaker Sharpe objected 
to this sort of talk, but etill maintained his 
purpose of abiding by the action cf the cin­ 
co?.

promise is beyond question ; if not, then so 
long as his twenty-nine men stand firm—or 
even twenty-six of them—ha may contiene 
the struggle all summer, or until the final ad­ 
journment of the Legislature, or untii the 
halfbreed leaders will consent to the calling 
of a regular caucus. 
In tho conference this morning Armstrong

T H E RECALL O r TH E CHINESE MISSION 


I t is rumored that the Chinese educa­ 
tional mission eotaMislicd at Hartford, 
Connecticut, is about to be recalled. 
The 
alleged motive of this step is said to bo 
app-thenrion lest the liberal ideas gained 
by tho Chinese youth educated iu this 
country shonld form the germs of reroiu- 
tio.iary movements in China. 
It eanm t 
be a serto! with any coniidenco that such 
u fear is with rut foundation, for it is ob­ 
vious that a thorough acquaintance with 
modern civilization must have a strong 
tendency to render the Chinese civilization 
unsatisfactory. 
If the Chinese Govern­ 
ment. in establishing this mission, enter­ 
tained no purpose of employing the higher 
education so acquired, it must be admitted 
th a t it has spent its money uselessly, and 
it might as w tll recall the mission. 
Tho 
tru th , however, seems to be th at there are 
in China a progressive and a conservative 
party iu tire Government, as everywhere 
else, and that as these parties alternately 
succeed in gaining the control, there are 
movements of progress, as typified by the 
establishment of tho Hartford mission, 
and movements of reaction, as typified by 
th e present talk of its abolition. 
It is to 
be hoped that tho progressive party may 
make the most headway, however, for un­ 
less it does all these fragmentary efforts at 
better knowledge wiil prove but Hashes in 
the pan. 


M JR E COMETS 
AND 
EEAT. 


Another comet is said to have been dis­ 
covered, though ai it is not visible to the 
naked eye the public cannot be expected 
to take much interest in it. 
Hut it is nat­ 
ural that the popular notion of some con­ 
nection between the present heavy flight of 
comets and the coincident heat wares now 
aflliating this cartb, shonld exist under the 
circumstances, 
i'o r the heat of this sum­ 
mer appears to be greater almost every­ 
where than has been experienced for years. 
They are actually having deaths from sun­ 
stroke in London, and at Greenwich Ob­ 
servatory the temperature has been t-7 in 
the shade. 
The heat in the Eastern States 
of tho Union has been most fatal during 
the past month. 
In Ohio it seems to have 
been perfectly intolerable. 
In Cincinnati 
the people have been gasping like fish out 
of water. 
California, though it has plenty 
of sunshine, really appears to have been sub­ 
jected to less inconvenience from the heat 
than almost any other part of the world, 
and this is a cause for seliUli congratula­ 
tion.

In our last issue, discussing the method 
of choosing Presidential and Vice Presi­ 
dential candidates, we suggested as a means 
of securing greater care and deliberation 
in the choice of the last named officer, that 
the order of business in the nominating 
conventions should be changed, so as to 
put the nomination far Vice President be­ 
fore instead of after tho nomination for 
President. 
The arguments in behalf of 
this change are we think sufficiently strong 
to convince all who aro familiar with the 
existing political custom, of its soundness. 
Under the prevailing practice it is literally 
impossible to secure for tho Vies Presi­ 
dential nomination the cool deliberation 
which it ought to receive. 
Recent events 
have brought home to the American people 
very forcibly the fact tin t it is as necessary 
to have a perfectly trustw orthy Vice Pres­ 
ident as it is to have a good President. 
It 
has been demonstrated in a startling way 
that it is not safe to fiii the Vice Presi­ 
dency at 
l.ap 
hazard with any sort 
of 
material, 
but 
that 
both 
these 
officers 
should 
be 
the 
object 
of 
the same care and discrimination. 
But 
it is equally plain that unless some chaDgc 
is made in the mode of nominating it will 
be impossible to effect any reform in this 
direction. 
For whenever there is a sharp 
contest over the Presidential nomination— 
and there must always be such a contest 
in the convention of the dominant party— 
the interest of the proceedings inevitably 
culminates with the settlement of that 
dispute, and all that follows is hurried 
over in a careless and impatient and 
thoughtless way. 
It Is also frequently 
the ease that there is a prevailing dis­ 
position to g’ve away the Vice-Presi­ 
dential nomination to the defeated wing of 
t,he party, and it is evident th at this ten­ 
dency may at any time lead to the framing 
of an incongruous and discordant ticket. 
Precisely th at result occurred in the Chi­ 
cago Convention last year, and as a con­ 
sequence th e attem pt on the life of the 
President threatened the Republican party 
with responsibility for a President who 
certainly cannot he said to have been the 
choice of a majority of its members. 
To avoid the manifold dangers insepar­ 
able from this careless and hasty mode of 
completing the Presidential ticket, we 
propose that the National Conventions 
shall henceforth nominate for Vice-Presi­ 
dent first. 
By so doing the choice of that 
candidate will bo made in cold blood, and 
with properdelibcrationand circumspection. 
The nominations will be canvassed rigorous­ 
ly, and there will be no temptation to let 
the office go as a sort of offering of atone­ 
ment to the defeated faction. 
It will be 
necessary that the men who are named 
for it shall be such as the party generally 
will approve of, and such as can he de­ 
fended and sustained. 
In a word, by 
nominating for Vice-President first instead 
of last, nearly alt the difficulties and dan­ 
gers of the present method would be 
avoided, and the reasonable probability of 
making good and consistent Presidential 
tickets would ba very greatly increased. 
By adopting this plan ail the confusion 
which attaches to endeavors to transact 
business amid the excitement of a consum­ 
mated political battle, would be elimina­ 
ted. The Conventions might get as excited 
as they pleased after they had nominated 
their candidates, but the ticket would 
sustain no injury from their enthusiasm. 
The work of the Convention would all 
have been done soberly and in order, and 
it would almost certainly bo very much 
better done. 
Tire change webave suggested, moreover, 
is one which may be adopted with great 
benefit in all nominating Conventions, for 
tlie same dangers aud sources of confusion, 
arising from the same causes, exist in all 
of them. 
W henever a series of nomina­ 
tions is to ba made there aro always some 
which concen!rate the attention and tho 
energies of the Convention. 
Tho great 
contests are made over them , and when 
those contests are ended the interest at 
once declines, and the rest of the ticket 
often almost nominates itself. 
In this way 
it frequently happens that unfit men se­ 
cure nominations for im portant positions, 
aud that partios are brought into disrepute 
because of the mi-conduct of these objec­ 
tionable candidates. 
If, however, tho or- 
dcr of nomination wero reversed, and the 
lew im portant offices wore considered first, 
the Convention would be compelled to pay- 
equal attention to all of them, and there 
would be no more of th at cessation of in- 
tcrest which is at present to be observed 
whenever the main nominations have been 
made. In County Conventions, for example, 
the office of Sheriff generally attracts tlie 
most attention, and is regarded as the key 
of the contest; and when it has been filled 
the interest dies out, the spectators leave 
the ball, and all the rest of the ticket ia 
hurried through ia 3 careless and per­ 
functory wav. 
Bat if the order of nominations were re­ 
versed this anti climax would be avoided. 
Every candidate would then be carefully 
scrutinized, from tlie lowest to the high­ 
est, and we have no doubt whatever that 
the result would be to raise the general 
character of the ticket materially. 
The 
reason of this is perfectly obvious. 
A3 it 
is wo practically conclude tlie business of 
our «inventions with tlie principal nomina­ 
tion or nominations. 
W hatever comes 
after that work is don» seems of necessity 
superfluous. 
The politicians have worked 
out their combinations. Tlie objects mainly 
luught have been accomplished or baffied. 
There is no longer any enthusiasm or pa­ 
tience or energy in the Convention. 
Tho 
members want to get .away as quickly as 
possible, and so they assent to anything 
that promises a speedy adjournment. 
In 
other words bad nominations are the result 
of carelessness on the part of the popular 
avents, and it is the part of wisdom to pre­ 
vent this carelessness by so ordering the 
nominations that there shall no longer be 
any excuse for it. 
Wo put forward, this 
proposition as one which we believe con­ 
tains the means of remedying some of the 
most serious defects of the present nomin­ 
ating system, and we recommend it to the 
attention of practical politicians as one 
which may deserve their serious considera­ 
tion. 
It is, we venture to suggest, the 
only method by which our rresidentirl 
! tickets can ba put upon a thoroughly safe 
nud com ia tent basis, and,' as we have en­ 
deavored to show, it is equally applicable 
to nominating conventions of every kind.

Most newspapers possess a strong enough 
sense of propriety to refrain from com­ 
ments upon cases pending in the regular 
courts, and it might have been thought 
th at any journals which understood the 
necessity of such circumspection would 
also have recognized the need of a like 
course in regard to tho pending State 
Prison investigation. 
It is true th at the 
Commission appointed by the Governor is 
not a regular Court, but it is undeniable 
that it is trying a case, and th at this case 
is incomplete on both sides.

been covered, the elements of unintelligent 
judgment are not yet iu the possession of 
the Commissioners ; but for all this, many 
journals have taken to commenting more 
or less flippantly upon the half-finished 
case, and show a readiness to jump at con­ 
clusions in the absence of knowledge which 
is anything but creditable either to their 
sense of justice or their acquaintance with 
judicial principles and forms. 
It ia possi­ 
ble th at all 
these 
able 
editors are 
much better qualified to conduct the pend­ 
ing inquiry thau tho Commissioners ap­ 
pointed by the Governor. 
B at they would 
do well to reflect th at the present Commis­ 
sioners after all have been appointed to do 
this work, and th at therefore they must 
perform it in their own way, however de­ 
fective th at may be. 
W hen they have 
completed their ta3k it wiil be in order to 
draw inferences from all the facts elicited. 
W hen all the evidence, pro aud con, is in, 
it will be proper to pass judgm ent upon 
its relative and 
aggregate 
significance. 
When tho Commissioners have mado their 
report it will he open to criticism. 
B ut if 
our esteemed contemporaries really desire 
th at exact justice shall be done; if they 
are free from any intention cf harrassing 
the Commissioners ; if they do not wish to 
be suspected of a purpose to create preju­ 
dice, or to anticipate tbe verdict of the ac­ 
tual judges, they should exercise more 
caution in their remarks upon tho proceed­ 
ing1’, and restrain themselves as much as 
possible from their natural proclivities to­ 
wards “ trial by nowspaper.”

The officer 
is accused of shooting McKenna, a» above 
stated. Dunn, it appears, had a drunken 
brawl w tth officer Sherman. 
A t a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Protective Council held Friday,» re­ 
port iu regard to the Spring Valley Water 
Company was adopted. 
It says the commit­ 
tee is advised that under the Constitution 
there are but two system* of fixing water 
rates, and they are either according to the 
valuation of the water company’s property 
or in proportion to tLe amount of water con 
Burned.

The report further states that the 
property cf the company, exclusive of that 
pure! as d to prevent competition and not in 
Uac, is not wcrth in exc ss of •'M,000,000, and 
after allegirg that the capi'al stork of the 
company has been increased 100 per cent., 
the committee say they propose to fix the 
rates on a baris that will yield 7 per cent, on 
the capital of 58,000,000 !>v -averaging the 
dailv consumption at 12.000.000 callón?, or 
4 380,000,000 per year, which at, 15 cents per 
1,000 gallons wiil yield $075,000—a fraction 
less tlmn 7 per ccut. on the watered stock, 
a d nearly 14 per cent, on the actual value of 
the property. 
Under such a plau the com­ 
mittee feel assured that the people will be 
satietied, aud there will be no discrimination. 
This plan leaves out entirely the question a3 
to whether the city shall pay anything for its 
water or not. 
A resolution of intention by 
the committee to ascertain who among the 
candidates for office can be relied on to 
further the interest uf the Council was 
adopted.

D istrict Attorney 
Buckley, restraining 
County Auditor Gerber from draw ing a war­ 
rant for Geo. Cadwalader for §3,000 as a re­ 
tainer for him under an authorization to begin 
for Sacramento county, under orders of the 
Board of Supervisor*, certain suits against 
owners of hydraulic m ines to restrain them 
from 
depositing 
tailings 
of 
hydraulic 
mines in streams flowing aloDg and through 
the c ,unty. 
The case was before the Court 
on a rule to show cause why a perpetual in ­ 
junction should not issue in the matter. 
Grove L . Johnson appeared for the petition­ 
er and plaintiff, H enry L . Buckley. 
In re­ 
sistance there apptartd H enry Edgerton, 
M artin & Jones and Robert Devlin. 
These 
gentlemen Auditor Gerber distinctly disavow­ 
ed having employed, and on inquiiy made 
stated that he had em ployed no counsel, bnt 
should await orders of 
the Court in the 
matter. 
The counsel thereforo nominally for the 
defendant Auditor, but leally for the benefi­ 
ciary interested in the receipt of the retaining 
fee of §3,000, claim ed that an application for 
a perpetual injunction to restrain the A udi­ 
tor from drawing tLe warrant could not be 
entertained at this tim e ; that the plaiutiff 
should file and serve affidavits, and a-k for a 
temporary restiaiuing order, and therefore 
they moved to discharge the iu!e to show 
cause. 
In reply, 
Mr. 
Johnson, 
for 
the 
pe­ 
titioner 
aud 
plaintiff, 
cited Sections 
530, 526, 527 
ard 528 of 
the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 
Section 530 provides that 
the Court may, prior to issuance of the re­ 
straining order, require notice to be giver, 
and may hear the defendant. 
Section 526 
provides that an injunction may issue when 
it appears by the complaint that the plaintiff 
is entitled to the relief demanded, and that 
such relief consists in restraining the com- 
mi-sion or continuance of the A ct complained 
of, either for a lim ited tim e or perpetually ; 
or when it appears by the complaint that tne 
continuance of the A ct during litigation 
would produce waste, or great or irrepaiabie 
injury to plaintiff; or when it appears dur­ 
ing the litigati a that d fendant is doing, or 
threatens to do, or is procuring, or suffering 
to be done, some act, etc. 
Section 527 pro- 
vidt s that tbe injunction m a y b e granted at 
the time of the is-um g of the summons 
upon the complaint, etc., and in that case 
it must show satisfactorily that sufficient 
grounds exist therefor, etc. 
Section 528 de­ 
clares that an injunction cannot be allowed 
after defendant has answered unless upon no- 
tic.1, etc. Mr. Johnson claimed that this was 
really the first hearing ; that plaintiff made 
application in the com plaint at the tim e of 
issuing the summon?, but the Court out of 
consideration for defendant set the hearing 
for this time that the m atter should be de­ 
cided as though no postponement bad been 
made, and that the greater included the less, 
and hence the application for the injunction 
included the restraining order. 
Mr. Edgerton in reply claimed that the ap­ 
plication of the plaiutiff involved a trial. 
There is no trial pending and therefore the 
order of Court requiring defendant to show 
cause why a perpetual injunction should not 
issue should be dismissed. 
Plaintiff should 
have anplied for a temporary restraining or­ 
der, not an injunction. 
The Court said, in deciding this preliminary 
matter, that the application was in fact made 
by plaintiff for an injunction, but he desired 
to allow defendant an opportunity to be 
heard, ar d therefore refused at that time to 
grant it, but issued an order requiring defend­ 
ant to show cause why the injunction should 
not issue. 
Plaintiff now applies for a perpet­ 
ual injunction, which in his opinion includes 
everything less. 
This being an equity pro­ 
ceeding, it was not nece.-sary to include in 
the prayer of the com plaint all the relief 
asked for. 
U pon a prayer for general relief, 
such relief m ay be granted as the facta al­ 
leged in the com plaint and proved at the 
trial m ay warrant. 
In this m atter the de­ 
fendant he knew to be a public officer 
and a careful man, and for that reason 
believed 
that 
be 
would 
refrain 
from 
drawing 
the 
warrant, 
as 
litigation 
had 
ensued, 
a /d 
therefore 
the _ Court 
did uot grant plaintiff's request for an injunc­ 
tion, but po-tponeil any decision therein, in 
order that the party beneficially interested 
m ight be heard. 
The m atter then stood as 
though the application was then (Saturday) 
made for the first time. 
The plaintiff upon 
hi* verified complaint a-ked for an injunction, 
and tire defendant appeared ard moved to 
discharge the rule requiring defendant to 
show cause why the injunction should not 
issue. 
For the reasoi.s stated the Court 
therefore would overrule the motion. 
A s an answer to the rule to show cause, 
Mr. D evlin read an affidavit sworn to by 
Auditor Gerber, setting out that he is A u ­ 
ditor of the county ; that ho receive i an order 
from the Snpervi-ors to draw a warrant in 
favor of George Cadwalader for the sum of 
§3,000 for the n utters in sai 1 order speci­ 
fied ; that such was his Authority for drawing 
the warrant, but he did not intend, n< r did 
he threaten to diaw the warrant except in 
obedience to said order. 
Mr. Devlin read antlu rifles to show that 
the Audit, r m ust draw all warrants ordered 
to be dr awn by the B aid of Supervisor*. He 
read authorities abo showing that the Board 
had the power to employ special counsel, and 
argued that counsel retained by I lie 1> card 
need nut file a sworn claim for his services 
u .lil they were rendered, end that not bring 
the case, the Board had a right to crd-ir a 
warrant to he drawn in favor of ci uneel upon 
his beiug re'sin'd, and without requiring him 
to file a sv.v rn claim for his services as re­ 
quired in other cases. 
The action of the 
Board, he argued, in ordering the Auditor to 
draw the warrant, is a final decision which 
cannot be <|U‘ stioned by the Courts. 
In reply. Mr. J. tinaón, among other points 
held that the Board, if possessing the power 
to em ploy counsel, can only pay therefor in 
the manner as provided by Section 4072 of 
the Poli: ¡cal Code providing for the pay­ 
ment i f other claim*. 
Section 4072 read* : 
•‘ The Board of Supervisors must cot hear or 
coitrider any claim in favor of an individual 
against the countyunlts* an account, properly- 
made out. tiling- ail the item s of the claim, 
duly verified as to its correctness, and that 
the amount claimed is justly due, is presented 
to the Board within a year after the last item 
of the account accrued.” 
Mr. Johnson held 
that the Board ha* no right to drain the 
treasury of the county in any manner except 
as provided by law . 
If they could take 
money out of the treasury by simply pasting 
a set of preambles and resolutions, there 
would be t «i protection for the people against 
se-ret ra ii- npon the money in the treasury. 
The question in this cose is simply whether 
the Supervisors can take §3,000 from the 
county treasury and pay it to counsel with­ 
out any claim or demand therefor being tiled 
as provided by law. 
If §3.000 can be "reno­ 
luted” out of the treasury for r.nc lawyer, the 
entire treasury can be “ resoluted” to the 
lawyers of Sacramento and no one he com­ 
pelled to file hi* account or make oath to his 
claim . 
A good thing for the lawyers bnt had 
f ir the county. 
H e knew cf no law w lii.h 
give* a lawyer a preferred claim upon the 
county fun d s and he must, in order to draw 
money from the treasury, file a sworn claim 
therefor, as every other claim ant i* required 
by law to do. 
Lawyers and lawyers’ fees are 
no more sacred claim s against Sacramento 
than are accounla for eervice* rendered by 
jurymen or supplies furnished l»y merchants. 
The law requires that the proceedings of the 
Board nhall lie public, and shall. by minutes 
properly kept, be preserved, and *11 claim s 
against the county treasury must be sworn 
to, tiled, and kept as public_ records. 
And 
the law gives lawyers no speoial privileges in 
this matter. Their claims should be served in 
the *aire manner as those of other creditors. 
Mr. Johnson argued that under Section 
4046 of the Political Code the Board had 
power to direct and control the prosecntiou 
aud defence of all suits in which the county 
may be a party, but that section is to be con­ 
strued a* including only such suits as are 
actually commenced. 
H e quoted from High on Injunctions, Sec­ 
tions 763, 787, 794, 796. 797, 801 to show that 
ininnction was the ; roper remedy. 
H e commented u,ion the various cases cited 
by Mr. Devlin and showed that in every one 
of them a claim duly verified had been filed 
with the «- unty. H e read Sections 4256 and 
4257 of the Political C.nie to show that it was 
the duty of the District Attorney to oppose 
illegal claims. 
H e read Section 4215 of the 
| Political Code to show that the Auditor 
c tdd only draw warrant* for claims legally 
‘ alh we 1 by the Supervisors. 
See ion 4215 reads: “ The Auditor mu3t 
draw warrants cn the County Treasurer in 
favor of all persons entitled thereto, in pay­ 
m ent of all claims and demands chargeable 
against the county, which have been legally 
exam ined, allowed and ordered paid by the 
Supervisors ; also for all debts and demands 
ngainst the county when the amounts are 
fixed hv law, and which are not directed to 
i>e audited by aoms other person or tiibnne.” 
Mr. Edgerton. in closiog. argued that an 
injunction remedy is not the proper proceed­ 
ing in this rise, hut that a w rit of review of 
the action of the Board of Supervisors is the 
legal remedy, if any there lie. 
H e also 
claimed that a lawyer could not aud need not 
file a claim for a retainer fee, and drew a dis­ 
tinction beta esn a lawyer * retainer fee and 
ah other claims against a county. 
B y agreement the argument m i la upon the 
rule to show canse wa* considered as ma le 
upon the demurrer to the com plaint also. 
The Court took the case under »dvi*em eat 
Rtid stated that it would render % decision e* 
speedily as possible. 


FOR HEABINJ TO-DAY. 


The case of Frank Sm ith vs. the Police 
Commissioners of this city, for reinstatem ent 
to the police force and for back salary, which 
be seeks to obtain by a writ of mandamus 
from the Superior Court, w ill come up to-day 
on demurrer filed by City A ttorney Ander­ 
son. 
The demurrer w ill raise the point that 
when the officer holds under an A ct of the 
Legislature, when no specific term of office 
is stated, the appointee holds at the w illof the 
appointing power. 
I t w ill be maintained 
that any other construction of the Police A ct 
in question would make the term of officers 
perpetual, thereby coming directly in conflict 
with the provisions of both the old and new 
Constitutions. 
These were the points sus­ 
tained by Judge Denson la?t year iu a similar 
action bi ought by P. F . D olan against the 
City Trustees. 
The case of John Y . D avis and W . H . 
Roberts vs. the C ity oi Sacramento, praying 
for the abatement of the city drainage canai 
as a nuisance, and for consequential damage 
for injury to lands caused by ove: flow from 
Eeach’s lake, w ill abo come up for argument 
this morning. 
It will be heard on demurrer 
based on the proposition that any public 
work for public uses cannot be condemned as 
a nuisance to private individuals, nor dama­ 
ges obtained on such demands, or as is termed 
in legal and technical phrase, it is damnur.i 
ala/ue injuria. 
Another point w ill be urged 
that there is a nonjoinder of p arties; that 
the action 
should 
include as defendants 
Levee and Reclam ation D istrict No. 1, the 
water complained of being in part drainage 
from that section, as shown by the geograph­ 
ical 
description 
given 
in 
the 
com ­ 
plaint, 
This is an im portant 
case, 
as 
it becomes a U st case for an action by every 
land owner upon the line of the canal and in 
the vicinity of the lake. 
The action was 
commenced last winter, but a bill having 
been drawn by J. \V . Armstrong, attorney 
for plaintiff*, and C ity A ttorney Anderson, 
seeking to overcome the objections com­ 
plained of and to provide for the completion 
of the canal to Snodgrass slough, to be paid 
for jointly by the land owners along the route 
and the city, the m atter has been allowed to 
remain in abeyance. 
The proposed bill met 
the approval of the C ity Trusters and was 
indorsed by Senators Johnson and Johnston, 
hut like m ost of the proposed legislation of 
last winter, failed to be reached and passed. 
The suit previously commenced is now there­ 
fore revived. 
The city w ill be represented by 
C ity Attorney Anderson and Grove L. John­ 
son, the latter having been employed at the 
time by M ayor Turner.

nal Jacobini read the draft of a circular to 
the Papal Nuncios abroad, with instructions 
to 1-ave a copy in the hands of the respective 
M inisters of Foreign Affairs. 
A corre pend­ 
ent saya that a part of the Pope’s me-sage» 
relatiug to religious services in the basilicas, 
confirms what has been confidently asserted 
in high clerical circles, that had the removal 
of the body of Pius IX . been effected pecce- 
ably, the Pope would have found an early 
occasion for passing the doom of the Vatican. 
ltoniKU H in t. 
R ome, Ju ly 1 6 th —Six men have been

The trial was by a m ilitary commis­ 
sion. 
There never has been such a thing in 
the liistory of the country as a trial in the 
civil Courts of a man who attem pted a Presi­ 
dent’s life. 
W hen Mr. Lincoln was assas­ 
sinated, ycu remember, Booth was killed by 
Boston Corbett.” 
“ M y mail,” continued Corkbill, looking 
over the heap of letters and postal cards on 
his desk, “ is very large everyday from all 
parts of the country, embracing suggestions 
from lawyers as to the method of trial, sug­ 
gestions of citizens as to w hat ought to be 
done, from persons giving notice th at they 
have known Guitteau, and relating instances 
of his life. 
There is an anxiety all over the 
country to show the man up.” 
“ H ave you Eettled the point about the 
double indictment of G uitteau?” he was 
asked. 
‘‘ I am not prepared to say whether two 
separate offenses can be made out of the two 
shots. 
There were two shots fired, however. 
I am not entirely satisfied th at they do not 
constitute two offensts. 
I have given no 
definite opinion, and made no announcement 
th at I intended to present two separate 
charges. 
The gravity of the crime is so great, 
the punishm ent so inadequate, th at these 
suggestions have grown out of the situation. 
There is,” continued Colonel Corkbill, “ a 
great sim ilarity between this man’s crime 
and Booth’s crime.

The Congress 
called by the Provisional Government of Lima

qnorum and done nothing to alleviate the 
situation. A large amount of talk has been 
indulged in as usual, which has amounted to 
nothing, but which it was said would bear 
fruit the last of June. 
In the meantime 
Peirola has called 
Congress to meet at 
Ayacucbo July 1st, and it is said there will 
be no lack of representatives a t the rennion 
of that body, whether legal representatives 
of people of Peru or of Peirolism of different 
localities, it is hard to say. Peirola has visited 
Arequesa and I.apaz, Bolivia. 
H e is a faith­ 
ful son of the Church and an Ultram ontane. 
He was received with high ecclesiastical 
honors in the former place, but in the latter 
he seems to have accomplished little. 
The 
alliance is dead. 
Its m ilitary power is de­ 
stroyed, its resources exhausted, and both 
Campero and Peirola appear disposed to take 
the shortest method to seeureljs-ace, viz., by 
treating with the Chileans, which hitherto 
they have haughtily refused to do.
